‘Act of terror’ kills 
eight in New York

NEW YORK 

A driver plowed a pickup 
truck down a crowded bike path 
along the Hudson River in Man- 
hattan on Tuesday, killing eight 
people and injuring 11 before 
being shot by a police officer in 
what officials are calling the 
deadliest terrorist attack in New 
York City since Sept. 11, 2001. 

The rampage ended when the 
motorist — whom the police 
identified as Sayfullo Saipov, 29 
— smashed into a school bus, 


jumped out of his truck and ran 
up and down the highway wav- 
ing a pellet gun and paintball 
gun and shouting “Allahu Ak- 
bar,” Arabic for “God is great,” 
before he was shot in the ab- 
domen by the officer. He re- 
mained in critical condition 
Tuesday evening. 

Mayor Bill de Blasio declared 
the incident a terrorist attack, 
and federal law enforcement 
authorities were leading the 
investigation. Investigators 
discovered handwritten notes in 
Arabic near the truck that in- 
dicated allegiance to ISIS, two 
law enforcement officials said. 


But investigators had not uncov- 
ered evidence of any direct or 
enabling ties between Saipov 
and ISIS and were treating the 
episode as a case of an “in- 
spired” attacker, two counter- 
terrorism officials said. 

De Blasio said at a news con- 
ference, “Based on information 
we have at this moment, this 
was an act of terror, and a par- 
ticularly cowardly act of terror 
aimed at innocent civilians.” 

Saipov came to the United 
States from Uzbekistan in 2010 
and had a green card that al- 
lowed permanent legal resi- 
dence. He had apparently lived

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Enrollment 
for health 
insurance 
brings new 
challenges

Open enrollment for health 
insurance under the Affordable 
Care Act begins Wednesday, 
and enrollees may see greater 
challenges this cycle after feder- 
al budget cuts. 

Two cuts in particular could 
have serious ramifications for 
Texans looking to register on 
the federal market. President 
Donald Trump, in an executive 
order, slashed subsidies for 
cost-share reductions, which 
finance cheaper premiums for 
low- and middle-income cus- 
tomers. Trump also decreased 
funding for outreach and ad- 
vertising by 90 percent, leaving 
many Americans in the dark 
about how and when to register. 

The enrollment period has 
also been shortened, ending this 
year on Dec. 15 rather than 
January as in the past. Though 
several states have extended 
enrollment periods on their 
state healthcare markets, Texas, 
which relies on the federal 
Healthcare.gov as a platform for 
the insurance marketplace, has 
not. 

A recent U.S. census report 
showed that about 4.5 million 
Texans still do not have health 
insurance. Though the number 
has been shrinking, Texas still 
has the largest percentage of 
residents without insurance, 
with 16.6 percent uninsured in 
2016 compared to about 8.8 
percent nationally.
